As a citizen you should support 
local safe building codes. Hold 
j}earthquake drills and training 
/ sessions to be able to react prop- 
erly when an earthquake does 
occur. Support research to learn 
more about the earthquake prob- 
lem and to supply information 
needed to plan wisely the sitting, 
design and construction of man- 
made structures. 

As a homeowner or tenant, you 
should check your’ residence for 
earthquake hazards. Bolt down 
or provide other strong support 


for water heaters and other gas 
appliances, since fire damage 


can result from broken gas lines 
and appliance connections. 

Use approved flexible connec- 
tions wherever possible. Place 
large and ‘heavy objects on lower 
shelves, and be sure all shelves 


are securely fastened to walls. 
Brace or anchor high top-heavy 
objects, 


In new construction and in al- 
terations, follow building codes 
to minimize earthquake hazards, 
Sites for construction should be 
selected and engineered to reduce 
the hazard of damage from earth- 
quakes.

Committee Reports On 
Schoo! Rehebilitation 


The cost of rehabilitating Ma- 
rin School would be as much as 
70 percent of the amount needed 
to replace the school, The Cor- 
nell School audiiorium was con- 
sidered beyond rehabilitation. 
The west wing of Cornell School, 
alchough structurally tied to the 
auditorium, is considered the 
most feasible to _ rehabilitate; 
therefore, a cost estimate for the 
Wing Was expanded in the re- 
port. Structural repairs were es- 
timated at $220,000 and required 
additional repairs, e.g., heating 
plant replacement, replacement 
of toilet facilities, doors, a stair- 
case, electrical outlets, etc., to 
make the building functional 
were estimated at $180,000. The 
total cost for west wing rehabili- 
tation, without any educational 
improvemenis, would be $400,000, 

The Subcommittee, after num- 
erous visits to the schols, also 
evaluated the structural report of 
the firm of Sexton, Fitzgerald, 
and Kaplan, the firm hired by 
the Schoo] Board to make a struc- 
tural study independent of the 
one made by the State Office of 
Architecture and Construction. 
The Subcommittee’s conclusions 
were that, in general, the report 
was acceptable and was within 
expected estimating ranges. 

Albany citizens will vote on the 
school construction bonds in 
November.
